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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed November 29, 2002 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections -35 (JSC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 17, 22, 24, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Toth et al (GB 2,329,019 A), cited by applicant 

As to claims 17 and 36, Toth discloses a pulley alignment gauge, comprising: 

a main part (20, pg. 4, line 3), a light source (pg. 4, lines 20-30) and a plurality of contact 
points (24a and 24b, pg. 4, lines 20-22), the contact points being connected to the main part and 
disposed to attach the main part to the first plane and the light source connected to the main part 
a positioned to emit light with a scattering angle as claimed. 

As to claim 22, Toth discloses a pulley alignment gauge, comprising: 

a main part (20, pg. 4, line 3), a light source (pg. 4, lines 20-30) and a plurality of contact 
points (24a and 24b, pg. 4, lines 20-22), the contact points being connected to the main part and 
disposed to attach the main part to the first plane and the light source connected to the main part 
a positioned to emit light with a scattering angle as claimed, and 

grooves are used to indicate the position and misalignment (pg. 4, lines 20-25). 

As to claim 24, Toth discloses everything claimed, as applied above, in addition figures 
1 and 3 provide a plurality of grooves. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-21, 23, and 37-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 25-35 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious displaceable 
contact points, rotatable arm, or adjusting the second plane, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims.
